Selectmen of

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To the Selectmen of Plymouth, N. H. 
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this state, I hereby subm 
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Schoo: Committee of this town. 
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In making my report for this year, I propose to follow the 
plan which was adopted last year, not to criticise individual 
teachers or scholars, but to give sucha statement of facts as will 
be advantageous to the cause of common school education in 
this town. 

This much I will say, that the teachers employed this year,in 
the several districts have been very well qualified, and with one 
or two exceptions were eminently successful. The exceptional 
ones would have been successful had they possessed more ener- 
gy, and the tact to infuse more energy into their pupils. 

The scholars, in a majority of cases, have improved as well as 
they could, under the circumstances for the amount of money 
raised and expended for our district schools during the year has 
been several hundred dollars less than for the 1872. 

The reason of its being less, is, that the law requires each 
town to raise $350,00 for the support of schools, for every dol- 
lar of public or state tax apportioned to each town. 

In 1872, the state tax for Plymouth was $4,01 which made 
$1403,50 as the,amount required by law to be raised for schoo] 
purposes. 

In 1873, the state tax was but $3,223 making $273,00 less than 
the amount raised for the year 1872,-or $1,130,50 as required by 
law to be raised for the year 1873. ‘The consequence has been, 
shorter terms of school, which is much to be regretted, as one 
term of twelve weeks is far more profitable than two terms even 
of seven weeks each, for thereis great loss of time and money, 
which can be ill afforded where so little money is raised for 
school purposes as in thistown. No district should have less 
than ten weeks in a term, andif the amount of money is not sui- 
ficient to allow more than twelve or even sixteen weeks otf 
school during the year, it had better all be put into one term.— 
This is not only my own opinion, but that of many professional 
teachers whom I have consulted. 

It would undoubtedly be inconvenient in some cases to have 

but one term of school, as some of the older scholars are want= 
ed at home, but you cannot have them laboring at home and at- 
tending school at the same time, and it is folly to spend your 
money for pearls and then cast them in the mud to be lost. 
» In this connection, allow me to call your attention to the act of 
the Legislature passedJune session 1871, the first section of 
which makes it imperative on evey person having the charge ot 
a child between the age of eight and fourteen years, to send that 
child to school twelve weeks or more annualiy,if the school is 
located within two miles by the nearest traveled road. Sect. 3d 
of the same act has fixed a penalty for the violation of the first 
section, of ten dollars for the first offence, and twenty dollars tor 
each subsequent offence. 
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A glance at the ‘‘average attendance” reveals the fact that 
many are liable to this penalty whenever a tax payer sees _ fit to 
enter a complaint. In any term of school there is a loss of about 
one week, perhaps I should not say lost, but there is fully that 
amount of time that is not spentin good hard study. Another 
disadvantage we labor under in having short terms or school, is 
the too frequent change of teachers, ; if you make a guod selec- 
tion, the chances are that you cannot get the same one again for 
the next term, for good teachers seek for the lon s terms, for they 
know that they can make their scholars improve more, and thus 
add to their own reputation, if such a school is not to be found 
in this town they will generally seek employment elsewhere, for 
first class teachers are scirce, poor ones plenty. 

Theretore, I would recommend that the Prudential Commit- 
tees, before they employ their teachers, learn how much money 
they are to have, and if the amount is not sufficient for eighteen 
or twenty weeks, have but one term. 

Most of the school houses as they now stand are very poor, en- 
tirely unfit for school purposes, and a disgrace to the district, the © 
expenditure of afew dollars by each district would make the 
most of them comfortable and some of them quite attractive. 

The next important subject of which I wish to. speak, is the 
multiplicity of text books. On visiting the schools the present 
year, ! found the evil had rather increased than diminished.— 
Knowing and feeling the opposition [ should encounter ifI made 
a change, | delayed it until I visited two or three sehools, in ail 
of which! founda sad state of things, especially among those 
studying Arithmetic. There had been no legal change in that 
text book since 1866, when Eatons series were introduced, and 
then it was carried into effect in only two or three districts, the 
reason assigned to me for not giving it a general introduction 
both by teachers and scholars almost universally throughout the 
town 1s **we do not like it, we,do not think it well adapted to our 
wants.” About this time I received a circular from the State 
Superintendent of Public Instruction, he refered me to the laws 
of 1868, page 144, chap 9. Then he goes on to say: 

‘‘Multiplicity of text books has beena severe drawback to our 
schools. its delererious influences yet linger. You perceive by 
sections 11,12, & 13 you are directly responsible for the continu- 
ance of that unnecessary evil. Delaythe work of reform no lon- 
ger. Establish uniformity of text booksin every school under 
your supervision. Exclude the surplurfluous books and forbid 
their use. Commence atonce. A teacher is not liable to a 
parent for refusing to instruct his childrenin a_ rejected text 
book.” 

After a careful examination ofthe different works published 
and a consultation with the most prominent teachers as for the. 
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best books for our district schools, French’s series were adopted. 
I made arrangement with the publishers to furnish the books at 
the lowest wholesale price, which was 33 I-3 per cent less than 
retail price. very scholar had a chanceto have a new book 
Just at cost. 213 gladly availed themselves of the opportuni- 
ty. Some few 1 am sorry to say did not. One whole district, 
1 found on my last visit to the school, had returned their books 
and [ was told by the teacher that the parents informed her that 
it they had to get new books they should take their scholars 
from the school, and she thought she had rather have the schol- 
ars than the books. Had the expense of these books been equal- 
ly divided among the lesal voters of the town it would have 
been less than twenty cents for each to pay. 

The highest price asked any scholar was 67 cts; and_ still we 
have men in town who have money at interest, who are loud- 
mouthed in their opposition to paying 34 cents tor a new book 
for his boy, but had rather have him carry some leaves without 


acover. I sincerely hope my successor willbe more faithful 


in the discharge of his duties in regard to text books than I have 
been. In my case repentance comes too late. 

The only series of text books in use in town that cannot be le- 
gally changed within three yearsis Frenchs series of Arithme- 
tics, all others ought to be changed, and may be at the discretion 
otthe Superintendent. In the language of my predecessor, ‘[ 
have no axes to grind,” being satiated with the honers and 
emoluments of the office of Supt. School Com. and having the 
good and prosperity of the district entirely in view,I will venture 
to advise the adoption by the towns of such by-laws as will ena- 
ble the S. S. Com. to hoid his office for a term of years. Under 
the present system no plan can be matured. 

‘Lhe committee for the first year isjust learning the wants of 
the schools, if he has the office next year he will commence some 
plan, before he can get it well atwork some one else has 
been appointed, ae goes over the same ground but forms dif- 
ferent plans. Ifyou do not wish to pass by-lays of this kind, 
choose some person who is qualified and who will interest him- 
selt in the welfare of your chiidren; then continue him in office 
as long as he is faithful to thetrust. I do consider some such 
plan of vital importance to your schools. 

‘lardiness is a fearful evil. Parents are to blame for this. See 
to it, that your children are at school in the morning, and do not 
allow them unless absolutely necessary to be absent even for one 


half day. All of which is respectfully submitted.
